Cholera in the provinces. 

Assistant Surgeon Heiser, chief quarantine officer for the Philippine 
Islands, reports, July 30, as follows: 

During the week ended July 25, 1903, cholera, smallpox, and plague 
were reported in Manila as follows: Cholera, 8 cases, 7 deaths; small- 
pox, 1 case, no deaths; plague, 4 cases, 4 deaths. 

During the weeks ended July 25 and August L, 1903, respectively, 
there were no quarantine transactions at Manila. 

Week ended August 1, 1903: Cholera, 7 cases, 7 deaths; smallpox, 
1 case, no deaths; plague, 2 cases, 2 deaths.
